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The  Auction  Venue 


The  New  Connaught  Rooms  are  located  in 
the  heart  of  London’s  Covent  Garden.  The 
auction  takes  place  in  the  Ulster  Room  and 
viewing  on  the  day  of  the  auction  is  in  the 
Denbigh  Room;  both  are  accessed  by  lift  to 
the  3rd  floor. 

The  Rooms  are  a  3-minute  walk  from  the 
nearest  Underground  station,  Holborn 
(Central  and  Piccadilly  Lines),  which  is  a 
40-minute  direct  journey  from  Heathrow 
Airport. 

Numerous  buses  from  Charing  Cross, 
Euston,  King’s  Cross  and  Waterloo  main 
line  railway  stations  stop  at  the  junction  of 
Kingsway  and  Great  Queen  Street.  The 
nearest  covered  car  park  is  at  the  corner  of 
Drury  Lane  and  Parker  Street,  2  minutes 


away. 


Staged  over  two  days,  our  summer  auction  features  a  plethora  of  all  types  of  coins,  medals  and  paper 
money,  with  the  emphasis  on  coins  from  three  important  private  collections. 

Herman  Selig,  an  enthusiastic  collector  of  Knglish  coins  for  over  40  years  who  disposed  ol  his  world- 
class  collections  of  coins  of  Charles  I,  the  Commonwealth  and  Oliver  Cromwell  in  May  1989  and  his  George 
III  coins  in  March  1999,  is  now  selling  a  small  but  select  group  of  British  coins  in  gold  and  silver.  Among 
them  is  the  superb  Sir  John  Evans  and  Lockett  Mary  fine  sovereign,  I  553  (lot  2),  a  James  I  rose  ryal  with 
plain  back  to  throne  (lor  6)  and  one  of  the  pattern  crowns  by  John  Roettiers  that  was  submitted  to  the  famous 
competition  held  in  1662  to  decide  who  would  be  designing  the  new  milled  coins. 

Following  on  from  the  first  part  of  the  Linden  collection  of  sovereigns  sold  in  March,  we  are  pleased 
to  offer  a  similar  collection  of  300  coins,  including  one  of  1917  (lot  245). 

Considerable  interest  has  already  been  shown  in  the  collection  of  British  and  world  coins  formed  with 
some  dexterity  by  the  late  Alan  Berin  Penrose  Beeton  (1919-74),  which  has 
lain  virtually  undisturbed  in  the  hands  of  his  family  since  Mr  Beeton  was 
tragically  killed  in  a  car  accident.  The  eldest  son  of  Alan  Beeton,  ARA  ( 1 880- 
1942),  director  at  the  Royal  Academy  for  a  spell  during  the  inter-War  years, 

‘Berin’  Beeton  was  educated  at  Stowe  before  going  up  to  Cambridge  to  study 
mechanical  engineering.  During  the  War  he  qualified  as  a  pilot  and  his 
subsequent  career  was  spent  at  the  Royal  National  Aircraft  Establishment  at 
Farnborough.  It  was  at  Stowe  in  the  early  1930s  that  ‘Berin’  first  became 
interested  in  coins,  and  the  collection  was  largely  put  together  over  the  next 
20  years.  Bill  Beeton  recalls  that  his  Father  “was  much  more  interested  in  the 
aesthetic  quality  of  his  coins  than  their  simple  rarity  value.”  A  glance  at  the 
catalogue  (and,  better  still,  an  examination  of  the  coins)  will  show  just  how 
true  this  is. 

Other  properties  of  British  coins  include  a  superb  post-Crondall 
thrymsa  of  the  Concordia  type  found  recently  by  a  metal  detectorist  in  Kent 

(lot  384),  and  a  modern  rarity  in  what  is  believed  to  be  the  only  known  half-sovereign  dated  1888  (lot  554). 
Highlight  of  the  miscellaneous  properties  of  world  coins  is  the  finest  known  specimen  of  the  first  crown-sized 
coin  to  be  struck  in  the  Far  East,  the  Batavia  kroon  or  reaal  of  48  stuivers,  1645  (lot  1116). 

The  second  day’s  sale  is  devoted  to  tokens,  medals,  books  and  banknotes.  Of  note  here  is  an  exquisite 
George  III  gold  and  enamel  memorial  badge  (lot  1382),  inset  with  locks  of  the  hair  of  the  monarch  and  Queen 
Caroline,  which  almost  certainly  has  a  royal  provenance.  There  is  also  a  director’s  gold  pass  of  the 
Westminster  Fire  Office  (lot  1313),  an  extremely  rare  late  baroque  medal  commemorating  the  1792  death  of 
the  engraver  Robert  Strange  (lot  1370),  of  considerable  Jacobite  interest,  and  the  emotive  1948  Olympic 
Games  group  of  medals  and  associated  ephemera  awarded  to  the  late  Ray  Barkway  (lot  1652). 

South  African  banknotes  are  once  again  prominent  in  the  paper  money  section  of  the  auction,  which 
includes  no  less  than  eight  19th  century  printing  plates  for  the  Standard  Bank  of  South  Africa  Ltd  (lots  1843- 
1850),  and  three  further  notes  which  are  the  same  examples  pictured  in  the  standard  work  by  Albert  Pick.

This  was  the  design  submitted  by  John  Roettiers  to  the  competition 
held  in  1662.  Thomas  Simon  was  unable  to  prepare  a  design  in  time 
but  produced  his  Petition  crown  the  following  year  in  an  attempt  to 
reverse  the  King's  decision  to  appoint  Roettiers  as  engraver. 
Roettiers  did  not  sign  his  entry  but  his  monogram  appears  as  ‘an  extra 
curl’  on  certain  crowns  of  1662  and  1663  (see  ESC  20  and  27). 

Scrutiny  of  the  illustrations  of  the  Lingford  and  Wakley  specimens 
suggests  they  are  different  pieces.  The  Mackerell  specimen  was 
acquired  by  the  British  Museum  in  1905

Robert  Strange  (1721-92)  was  born  in  the  Orkneys,  apprenticed  to  a 
writer  in  Edinburgh  and  later  became  an  engraver.  He  joined  the 
Jacobite  army  in  1745  as  a  Gentleman  in  Lord  Elcho's  Troop  of  the 
Lifeguard  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Prestonpans,  Falkirk  and 
Culloden.  Shortly  before  the  last.  Prince  Charles  Edward  Stuart 
commissioned  him  to  produce  two  plates  for  the  printing  of  paper 
money  of  necessity.  One  was  afterwards  found  abandoned  in  a  bog 
40  miles  south  of  the  battlefield  and  handed  to  Cluny  Macpherson:  it 
is  now  in  the  West  Highland  Museum.  Fort  William  (see  Woolf, 
pp.  101-2).  The  cartouche  design  is  so  similar  to  that  of  the  medal  (or 
pass?)  for  the  Jacobite  meeting  of  1750  (Woolf  63:1 )  as  to  suggest 
that  this  was  by  his  hand  also.  Strange  produced  several  portraits  of 
the  Prince  and  the  extremely  rare  oval  portrait  badges  (Woolf  49:1) 
are  believed  to  have  been  copied  from  one  of  them.  Strange 
managed  to  escape  from  the  battlefield  of  Culloden.  made  his  way  to 
Paris  and  spent  much  time  at  the  Louvre,  where  he  made  engravings 
of  several  of  the  pictures.  Neither  the  subject  of  Attainder  nor  the 
Act  of  Grace,  he  felt  his  position  uncertain  but.  after  several  visits 
during  which  he  exhibited  at  the  Society  of  Arts,  he  returned  to 
England  in  1780. 

Among  his  most  accomplished  works  was  his  copy  of  a  family  group 
of  Queen  Henrietta  Maria,  printed  in  1784.  He  presented  special 
proofs  to  George  III  and  members  of  his  family  and  followed  up  with 
proof  engravings  of  West’s  Apotheosis  of  the  Royal  Children  in 
December  1787,  following  which  he  was  promptly  knighted.  Fellows 
of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Arts  of  London,  who  had  refused  to  admit 
engravers  on  the  foundation  of  the  Academy  in  1768.  were  not 
pleased  and  suggested  his  next  work  should  be  of  the  Battle  of 
Culloden.

If  Dix  Noonan  Webb  is  satisfied  that  the 
item  is  a  ‘deliberate  forgery’  and  that  the  buyer  has 
and  is  able  to  transfer  a  good  and  marketable  title  to 
the  lot  free  from  any  third  party  claims,  the  sale  will  be 
set  aside  and  any  amount  paid  in  respect  of  the  lot  will 
be  refunded,  provided  that  the  buyer  shall  have  no 
rights  under  this  Condition  if: 

(i)  the  description  in  the  catalogue  at  the  date  of  the 
sale  was  in  accordance  with  the  then  generally 
accepted  opinion  of  scholars  and  experts  or  fairly 
indicated  that  there  was  a  conflict  of  such  opinion;  or 

(ii)  the  only  method  of  establishing  at  the  date  of 
publication  of  the  catalogue  that  the  lot  was  a 
‘deliberate  forgery’  was  by  means  of  scientific 
processes  not  generally  accepted  for  use  until  after 
publication  of  the  catalogue  or  a  process  which  was 
unreasonably  expensive  or  impractical. 

(c)  A  buyer’s  claim  under  this  Condition  shall  be 
limited  to  any  amount  paid  in  respect  of  the  lot  and 
shall  not  extend  to  any  loss  or  damage  suffered  or 
expense  incurred  by  him  or  her. 

(d)  The  benefit  of  the  Condition  shall  not  be 
assignable  and  shall  rest  solely  and  exclusively  in  the 
buyer  who,  for  the  purpose  of  this  condition,  shall  be 
and  only  be  the  person  to  whom  the  original  invoice  is 
made  out  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb  in  respect  of  the  lot 
sold.
